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Combs unseats 
White in VBT, 
Vawters Team 
wins Sumpter

Linda Combs unseated incumbent Paul 
White by 50 votes in the Democratic 
primary election for Supervisor of Van 
Buren Township, according to unofficial 
returns released 9:20 p.m. Tuesday. 

Combs, the former director of the VBT 
Senior Center, earned 1,109 votes and 
White tallied 1,059. Larry Fix got 450 
votes for supervisor and Tim Szetela, 429. 

Clerk Leon Wright earned 1,679 votes 
for re-election, besting challenger Karin 
LaMothe, who earned 1,390 votes. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd got the most 
votes of any candidate in the VBT election, 
coming in with 1,776, easily beating 
challengers John Herman, with 808, and 
Harry R. Roesch, with 387. 

Incumbent Trustees Phillip Hart and Jeff 
Jahr got the most votes in the trustee race. 
Hart earned 1,194 and Jahr earned 1,082. 

Also successful for trustee seats were 
Brenda McClanahan with 943 and (Regina) 
Reggie Miller with 928. 

Unsuccessful candidates for trustee 
were: Dan Wright, 909; incumbent Denise 
Partridge, 903; Scott Brooks, 874; Angela 
Nettro, 857; incumbent Albert Ostrowski, 
806; Diane Madigan, 787; Patricia Johnson, 
649; and Allen Joseph Babosh, 238. 

The Democratic finalists in VBT will face 
two Republicans in the November General 
Election, but the Democrats are expected to 
prevail. Seventy-five percent of the voters 
cast Democratic ballots on Tuesday. 

Write-in Republican candidate for 
supervisor Julianne Chard earned 17 votes 
in the preliminary count on Tuesday and 
trustee candidate Ann Frances Fioritto 
received 452 votes. Both earned places on

Brown Funeral Home still in operation following fire

On Sunday afternoon, while the extended 
Brown family was celebrating the baptism 
of three children at the family home on 
East Huron River Drive, an explosion tore 
a hole in the wall at the back of the Brown 
Funeral Home across the street and set the 
unoccupied building on fire. 

The fire burned into the night, but most 
of the building was saved and on Tuesday 
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David and Martha Brown said the business 
is going on as usual, using other facilities. 
The phone number is still the same. 

David said several churches have offered 
the use of their buildings. 

Martha said Michigan State Police fire 
investigators told her earlier Tuesday they 
found the fire to be electrical in nature. 
She said although rumors have been going 
around about a grill on the deck of the 
upstairs living quarters starting the blaze, 
that is not true. 

She said the fire investigators found 
nothing wrong with the grill and determined 
the explosion that tore a hole in the wall 
was in the back room behind the prep room 
on the ground floor. 

Shelly Brown Willick, her husband Rick 


Willick, and their two children occupy the 
second-floor living quarters that burned 
completely. 

Martha said the young family lost 
everything, but an overwhelming number 
of people have brought clothing, so they 
are all set on clothes for the children. 

Several benefits are being set to help 
raise cash to help the family recover from 
its financial losses. 

On Monday, Kathie Steigerwald, who 
works at the funeral home, went to the 
Dearborn Fire Fighters, who opened their 
hearts and provided store gifts cards and 
food for the family. She drove from her 
Dearborn home to Belleville with her car 
stuffed full of clothing donations.

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Recovery teams pull two drowning victims from Belleville Lake

Two drowning victims were recovered 
from Belleville Lake on Sunday morning, 
following their disappearance into the dark 
waters late Saturday night. 

The two victims have been identified 
as Eric Wayne Rose, 28, of Wayne and 
Heather Nicole Hill, 20, of Canton. 

Van Buren Township Police Captain Greg 
Laurain said VBT Dispatch received a 911 
call at 9:56 p.m. Saturday from a man who 
said he believed two of his friends may 
have drowned in Belleville Lake. 

He said the three of them had been at the 
beach in Van Buren Park and had walked 
out on the sand bar and got into a boat that

“Rich has done so much for the Moose

Luke Willick was very frail when born, 
several years ago, so he was baptized 
immediately.

Four fire departments responded to the 
working fire at 460 E. Huron River Drive 
in Belleville after the 6:27 p.m. call to 911 
call reported the fire. On hand besides 
Belleville, were Van Buren Township, 
Romulus, and Sumpter Township. 

The fire was put out around 9:15 p.m., 
and the last crews left around 1:20 a.m. 
But, on Monday morning there still was 
some smoke smoldering in the roof. 

On Monday, Belfor, a private board-up 
company hired by the owners, secured the 
property. 

VBT Fire Chief Dan Besson took control 
of the fire fighting in the absence of 
Belleville Fire Chief Brian Loranger, who 


was anchored at a sand bar. 

At about 9:40 p.m., the three left the boat 
and began to walk back to Van Buren Park. 
They became disoriented in the dark and 
the two victims decided to walk away from 
the beach. 

When the third subject reached the beach, 
he heard that his friends were in trouble, 
but was unable to locate them. 

The man had no cell phone so he drove to 
the party store at the corner of South I-94 
Service Drive and Denton Road, where he 
used a pay phone to call 911. 

When he returned to the beach with 
police, the man was unable to tell exactly 
where he last saw his friends. 

The search began at once, but was called 


was in California, a pre-arranged agreement 
before Loranger left town. Besson lives 
in Belleville, about two blocks from the 
funeral home. 

Belleville Police Cpl. Todd Schrecengost 
took charge of police at and around the site 
of the fire. 

Chief Besson said about 30% of the 
building was involved and there were no 
bodies or families inside the building for 
viewing, which was fortunate. 

Besson said two fire fighters were treated 
for dehydration and one VBT fire fighter 
was transported to St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital for dehydration, after working 
on the roof to cut holes. The five-year 
veteran of the fire department was treated 
and released and was resting at home on 
Tuesday. 

There were no other injuries. 

Besson said mutual aid was requested 
from Romulus Fire Department, which 
furnished an aerial ladder truck and 
manpower; Sumpter Township FD, which 
sent manpower; Canton Township, which 
covered the north end for VBT; and 
Ypsilanti Township Fire Dept., which 
offered south end coverage for VBT. 

Crews needed to be rotated frequently due 
to the heat, Besson said. Canton handled a 
north end medical emergency, along with 
HVA, while fire fighters were occupied in 
Belleville. 

Additional assistance, including 
refreshments and supplies, was provided 
by numerous private citizens and auxiliary 
groups, including the Belleville Ladies’ Fire 
Auxiliary, VBT Ladies’ Fire Auxiliary, and 
the Tri-Community Emergency Response 
Team (CERT). 

“A great big thank you to everyone that 
helped us out,” Besson said.

Department called Belleville FD for 
mutual aid to help fight a fire in Archwood 
Apartments on the I-94 North Service 
Drive, at Haggerty Road.

Spirit of Open 
Meetings Act bruised 
by Belleville Council 


We were very disappointed in the actions 
of the Belleville City Council on July 16, 
when they re-voted an item on their agenda 
after the public had gone home thinking 
the city’s business had been concluded. 
This is a violation of the spirit of the Open 
Meetings Act, if not the letter of that law. 

It went like this. Earlier in the meeting, 
the council considered Newspaper of 
Record, with little discussion. Motion 
by Loria, second by Smith to approve 
Resolution No. 12-082 to accept the bid 
from Belleville Lake Current as the City 
of Belleville’s newspaper of record. Ayes: 
Conley, Loria, Smith. Motion Carried. 

At the end of the meeting, we asked how 
Tindall and Blackburn voted and was led to 
believe they both voted no. 

Before the council went into closed-door 
session to discuss “a communication from 
the City Attorney” we asked, as we always 
do, if it would be coming back into regular 
session to vote on a decision and Mayor 
Conley said no. We went home. 

But, it turns out when they came out of 
executive session they voted again on the 
newspaper of record. This time Tindall 
joined the yes votes for the Current and 
Blackburn voted no. (Res. #12-087) 

When we asked about it, Mayor Conley 
said it was her fault and she forgot to ask 
for no votes the first time and decided to 
revote, after the public had gone home. 
Bad decision. That vote should have been 
revoted before the public, not in secret. 


For six years, Jeff Ford tracked, 
photographed, monitored, and cared about 
a lone wolverine that just showed up in the 
Thumb area of Michigan after being extinct 
from the state for over 100 years. 

Ford was a local science teacher and 
amateur naturalist. 

He named the wolverine “Pretty Girl” 
because of her beautiful coat. When she 
died in 2010, of apparent natural causes, 
the state had her stuffed and now she is on 
a MDNR educational tour. 

She’s been all over since this year’s tour 
began, including Sandusky, Bad Axe, Caro, 
Grayling, Escanaba, Ontonagon, Cadillac 
and the Bay City Recreation Area, where 
she will settle down for the winter. 

Next spring, the tour is tentatively set 
for April 1-May 30 in Chelsea at the 
Eddy Discovery Center, and then on to 
Muskegon. 

I’ve been encouraged by fans of the 
wolverine to let the people know about her 
and the tour. Chelsea is close enough for 
local people to travel to see Pretty Girl. 

“An animal rarely seen in the wild, the 
wolverine has drawn large, curious crowds 
at each stop along the tour,” according to 
the MDNR news release. 

Although Michigan is known as the 
Wolverine State, one hasn’t been seen in 
the wild for more than 100 years. 

Ford and co-author Elizabeth Philips 
Shaw put together a book, “The Lone 
Wolverine,” which was published by the 
University of Michigan Press.

The preliminary exam for North Middle 
School math teacher Andrea Deanna 
Brennan has been adjourned until Sept. 5 
at 34" District Court in Romulus. 

On Monday, Judge Brian A. Oakley 
presided over her scheduled pre-exam, and 
agreed to postpone the preliminary exam, 
previously set for Aug. 8, so the defense 
attorney could have more time to gather 
evidence and prepare her defense. 

Brennan waived her guarantee of a 
preliminary exam within the required 14 
days. 

Judge Oakley also agreed to an amended 
complaint and advised defense attorney 
Loren M. Dickstein that the photo and 
piece of paper he sought would be turned 
over to him by the Van Buren Township 
Police Department. 

Judge Oakley granted Brennan’s request

Brennan is charged with two felonies

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Belleville City Council OKs Cruisin’ 
on the Bayou for summer of ‘13

At Monday’s regular meeting, the 
Belleville City (Council unanimously 
approved continuing the Cruisin’ on the 
Bayou weekly car show on Main Street for 
June through September of 2013.

Copsey said Dawn Wilson does it to earn 
money for door prizes and incentives for 
the cruisers and he has nothing to do with 
it. 

Former council member George Chedraue 
said he hoped they were following the 
lottery laws and IRS guidelines.

“First you have a car show, now you have 
a raffle...” Chedraue said. 

“Everybody’s quick to complain and 
throw up roadblocks,” Copsey said. He 
said he had asked other businesses to help, 
but they sit on their hands. 

Fielder asked Copsey not to take 
comments personally. 

“Brian is the fall guy on this,” said 
Councilwoman Kim Tindall. She said 
volunteers work with him and he is “not 
sitting up in some ivory tower.”
